2. POSEIDON RECALL. SUNDAY WASHSTAR-NEWS, ORR KELLY 
REPORTED RECALL OF POSEIDON MISSILES THAT NOW MAKE UP 
NEARLY HALF OF US OVERSEAS STRATEGIC FORCE HAS BEEN 
RECOMMENDED BY REAR ADM LEVERING SMITH. POLARIS-POSEIDON 
PROJECT MANAGER, DUE TO SERIES OF TEST FAILURES. SMITH 
APPEARED BEFORE SENATE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE IN HEAVILY 
CENSORED TESTIMONY ON MAY 16. NAVY OFFICIALS REFUSED DIS- 
CUSS DETAILS OF PROBLEM BUT IT WAS LEARNED THAT 58 PERCENT 
OF MISSILES TRIED OUT IN OPERATIONAL TESTS EXPERIENCED 

SOME KIND OF FAILURE. NAVY OFFICIALS INDICATED HOWEVER 
THAT IF MISSILES HAD BEEN FIRED IN ANGER, MOST WARHEADS 
WOULD HAVE EXPLODED ON OR CLOSE TO TARGET. SMITH HAS NOT 
RECEIVED GO-AHEAD BUT INSTEAD HAS BEEN TOLD TO BRING IN 
LIMITED NUMBEROF MISSILES TO TEST FOR OPERATIONAL FAILURES 
ACCORDING REAR ADM KAUFMAN, WHO ADDED THERE IS NO PLAN TO 
PULL IN POSEIDON SUBMARINES ON EMERGENCY BASIS AND STRIP 
THEM OF MISSILES. SMITH AND KAUFMAN HAVE EMPHASIZED 
POSEIDONS STILL RELIABLE ENOUGH TO BE OF VERY SERIOUS 
CONCERN TO SOVIETS. KAUFMAN SAID PROBLEMS WITH POSEIDON 
DID NOT INDICATE DIFFICULTY WITH TRIDENT, ADDING THERE IS 
STILL ENOUGH TIME SO FAULTS FOUND IN POSEIDON COULD BE 
AVOIDED IN TRIDENT. 

2A. MONDAY WASHSTAR-NEWS, UPI REPORTED SECRETARY 
SCHLESINGER ON SUNDAY'S MEET THE PRESS SAID THERE HAS BEEN 
"NO SIGNIFICANT WEAKENING OF US DETERRENT" AS RESULT OF 
POSSIBLE PROBLEMS WITH POSEIDON MISSILE. SCHLESINGER WAS 
RESPONDING TO REPORT THAT ADM SMITH WANTED TO RECALL 
POSEIDONS BECAUSE THEY MAY NOT BE RELIABLE. SCHLESINGER 
SAID IT MIGHT BE DESIREABLE OVER PERIOD OF TIME TO REFIT

SOVIET DEVELOPMENT US HOPED TO GET NEW SALT AGREEMENT BY 
END OF 1974. 

3. SINO-SOVIET QUARREL. MONDAY NYTIMES, MOSCOW, SHABAD 
REPORTED SOVIETS RAISED PUBLIC ATTACKS AGAINST CHINA TO 
NEW LEVEL OF HOSTILITY BY CHARGING THAT PEKING WAS 
INTENT ON BECOMING NEW NUCLEAR SUPERPOWER AIMING AT

4. FRENCH A-TESTS. SUNDAY WASHSTAR-NEWS, SYDNEY, UPI 
REPORTED AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND SAID THEY BELIEVED 
FRANCE HAD EXPLODED A FOURTH NUCLEAR DEVICE IN SOUTH 
PACIFIC. FRENCH DEFENSE MINISTRY DECLINED TO EITHER CON 
FIRM OR DENY REPORT. BUT CONSERVATIVE PARIS NEWSPAPER 
L'AURORE SAID REPORTED NEW EXPLOSION WAS FIRST 

THERMONUCLEAR DEVICE TESTED THIS YEAR AND WOULD BE LAST 
TEST IN FRENCH SERIES. SUNDAY WASHPOST CARRIED SIMILAR 
ARTICLE. 

5. COMMENT/MIRV. FRIDAY WASHSTAR-NEWS, SMITH HEMPSTONE 
COLUMN SAID SUCCESSFUL MIRV TESTS BY SOVIETS MEANS AGREE- 
MENT ARISING FROM SALT ONE IS NOT WORTH PAPER WRITTEN ON. 
WITH GREATLY MODERNIZED AND EXPANDED SOVIET FLEET IN 
POSITION TO CHALLENGE WEST FOR CONTROL OF SEAS AND US 
ARMY'S VOLUNTEER CONCEPT SHOWING SIGNS OF FAILURE, SHIFT- 
ING OF NUCLEAR BALANCE OF TERROR IN RUSSIA’S FAVOR IS AT 
THE LEAST DISQUIETING. WHATEVER SOVIETS MAY AGREE TO AT
